City Council and DevelopersDiscuss 
Capital Office Park Questions

The continuation work ses¬ 
sion of the city council with 
the developers of Capital Of¬ 
fice P^rk focused far more 
on plans now in process for 
the design and construction 
of buildings 5 and 6 than on 
the proposed topic, the devel¬ 
opers request for rezoning of 
Parcel H, the last section in 
the tract. But as mayor Gil 
Weidenfeld said, in opening 
the July 11 meeting, the re¬ 
zoning request represented 
“the last opportunity” of the 
city “to address some con¬ 
cerns.” 

Participating in the meeting 
were the father and son team 
developers Edward and Richard 
Perkins and Nancy L. Slepicka, 
attorney, representing Greenbelt 
Associates, the corporation re¬ 
questing the rezoning; all mem¬ 
bers of the Greenbelt City Coun¬ 
cil; and city manager James Gie- 
se and administrative aide Mi¬ 
chael McLaughlin. The meeting 
was scheduled a few days prior 
to the regular city council meet¬ 
ing on July 15, when council 
expected to act on the rezoning 
request. The scheduling was 
tight, since the council decision 
would be passed on to the county’s 
Zoning Hearing Examiner, who 
was to consider the proposed re¬ 
zoning for 16.234 acres on July 
17 from the R-18 multi-family 
garden apartment zone to the 
commercial zone (C-O). 

Next Phase 

Marking a distinct change from 
the primarily concrete and solid¬ 
looking structures of the earlier 
four buildings—three set parallel 
against the Beltway and one an 
angled structure near the inter¬ 
section of Ivy Lane and Kenil¬ 
worth Ave.—buildings 5 and 6 of 
Capital Office Park will be pri¬ 
marily blue glass rectangles with 
white precast concrete bands a- 
cross the top. “We wanted a 
lighter look,” Ed Perkins said 
“a change in materials '“We felt 
there was too much concrete. But 
we wanted to keep a horizontal 
look.” 

These two buildings, because of 
the higher land elevation, will be 
the dominant buildings as seen 
approaching Greenbelt on the 
Beltway from the west. They

will be set almost at right angles 
to one another on a tract directly 
west of the city cemetery. Build¬ 
ing 5 is sited east and west; 
building 8, roughly parallel to 
the western boundary of the cem¬ 
etery, north and south. Inside 
the angle formed by the two build¬ 
ings will be a large circular pla¬ 
za. 

Drawings of this plaza were 
the developers’ answer to ques¬ 
tions raised in the Advisory 
recommending attention to the 
Planning Board's Report No. 357 
recreational needs of future office 
workers. In the plaza’s center 
will be a fountain surrounded by 
stone benches and tables in the 
shape of a perfect circle to pro¬ 
vide outdoor recreation of the 
passive sort recommended in the 
A»PB report. The developers have 
also negotiated an agreement 
with the Hilton Hotel on the 
other side of Ivy Lane for the use 
of tennis courts by employees of 
the office buildings. The plaza 
will be extensively landscaped. 

Most of council’s attention was 
focused, however, on possible jog¬ 
ging paths and bicycle trails. 
APB had recommended connect-

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COUNCIL SUPPORTS 
REZONING 

At the regular city council 
meeting on July 15, council 
unanimously agreed to sup¬ 
port the petition by the own¬ 
ers of Capital Office Park for 
rezoning of Parcel 8, a 16- 
acre traeft, the last remaining 
in the development, from R-18 
to C-O. Two 8-story office 
buildings are planned for the 
site. 

A memorandum of under¬ 
standing in the form of a let¬ 
ter between council and own- 
er-Tepresenative Edward Per¬ 
kins was to be sent for Perk¬ 
ins’ acknowledgement At an 
earlier work session, Perkins 
had agreed to construct a 6- 
foot wide sidewalk along Ivy 
Lane for use of both bicycl¬ 
ists and pedestrians, to pro¬ 
vide a measured jogging 
course, and to assist with con¬ 
struction of a bike trail 
through State Highway Ad¬ 
ministration and Hilton Hotel 
property if the route is feas¬ 
ible and the other owners also 
cooperate.

AnnounceCouncil Candidacies 

A six-term incumbent and a newcomer have tossed their 
hats into the ring this week for the biennial election for city 
council. Thomas X. White, councilmember since 1973, has 
filed the necessary signed petitions with the city clerk. Lo-. 
cal attorney Valerie Siegel has also announced her intention 
to run. The election will be held on Monday, September 30. 


Thomas X. White resides at 8 
Woodland Way with his wife, 
Helen, and five of their seven 
children. The Whites have lived 
in Greenbelt for the past 26 
years. 

White, a native Washingtonian, 
was educated in the parochial 
school system, graduating from 
Gonzaga College High School in 
1953. After attending George¬ 
town University for one year, he 
enlisted in the U.S. Navy and 
served for five years as a Medical 
Corpsman. 

Leaving active service in 1959, 
he enrolled at the University of 
Maryland, moving with his fam¬ 
ily to Greenbelt at that time. In 
1962, he earned a B.S. Degree 
in Microbiology and has . worked 
for the past 23 years in the field 
of medical products. For the past 
nine years he has worked for 
the Pharmaceutical Manufactur¬ 
ers Association, where he is Di¬ 
rector of Production and Quality 
Programs. 

White has continued his affilia¬ 
tion with the U.S. Navy as an 
active Naval Reservist. Complet¬ 
ing his 31st year of Naval Re¬ 


serve service, he is assigned to 
a Navy Reserve Medical Unit at 
Adelphi, Md. 

He began his active community 
service in 1962 when he served 
with the Greenbelt JayCees, Citi¬ 
zens for a Planned Greenbelt, and 
various committees and elective 
offices in the Greenbelt Homes, 
Inc. (CHI) cooperative. He 
served on the GHI Audit Commit¬ 
tee for three years, the GHI 
Board of Directors for four years, 
and served as the Treasurer of 
GHI during 1973-74. He was one 
of the founders of the Greenbelt 
Save Our Community Committee 
(SOCC). SOCC was instrumental 
in preventing the location of a 
planned three school complex on 
Parcels 1 and 2 between GHI 
Homes and Baltimore-Washing¬ 
ton Parkway, and led the opposi¬ 
tion to the use of a package tem¬ 
porary sewage treatment plant to 
serve new residential properties 
in Greenbelt.

Epic Production Transforming 
Traffic Mix on Greenbelt Road

Scheduled for two years in the making, with a budget 
of $13 million, with a script of specifications 362 pages long, 
and with 214 pages of blueprints, the building of the Green¬ 
belt Rd.-Kenilworth Ave. interchange sounds like a Cecil 
B. DeMille movie production. And just as in DeMille’s 
biblical epics, the endurance of the people will be tested be¬ 
fore the promised land is reached. 

The Kenilworth Ave. detour, 
which went into use last week, 
will be joined in about 30 to 45 
days by a similar detour of 
Greenbelt Rd. just north of the 
existing road. This configuration 
will remain in use for the next 
18 months While the heart of the 
new interchange is built a 
bridge over Kenilworth Ave. 

The detour intersection will 
call for a change in some motor¬ 
ists' habits- 

“The problem here is the loss 
of right turn movement,” said 
Michael Snyder, state highway 
administration district 3 engin* 
eer. 


“We have been suggesting , 
people find an alternate route 
because the back-ups are large 
and will continue to be large for 
the next year and a half,” he 
said. “As diminished as it has 
been made, it will be slightly 
more diminished” by the shift of 
Greenbelt Rd. 

Robert Zell, the state highway 
project engineer, agrees that the ? 
new construction presents diffi¬ 
culties but feels that the back¬ 
ups will ease as people become 
familiar with the intersection. 
“Thursday morning was rather

In response to recommendations made at the June 3 
public hearing Greenbelt express bus service will not be 
changed at this time and Metrobus R-15 will be extended to 
the East Greenbelt area via Mandan Road and Hanover 
Parkway. The route will be for a 6 month experimental 
period beginning Monday, July 22, according to County 
Councilman Richard J. Castaldi. “This will be the first time 
that express bus service has been available to the residents 
of the East Greenbelt area,” Castaldi stated, “and I urge 
commuters from that area to give it a try.” 


The beginning of the route will 
be at Mandan and Greenbelt 
Roads with stops on Hanover 
Parkway before arrival at Roose¬ 
velt Center. The times for de¬ 
parture from Mandan Road will 
be 6:30, 7, 7:30 and 8 a.in. This 
will not change the present times 
of pick-up for those passengers 
boarding at Roosevelt Center or 
later. 

The route to New Carrollton 


will be Mandan and Greenbelt, 
left on Hanover Parkway, right 
on Greenbelt Road, and right on 
Southway to Roosevelt Center. 

Evening departure times from 
New Carrollton remain the same: 
4:45, 5:15, 5:45, & 6:15 p.m.

The Greenbelt Connection is a 
low budget experimental service 
using two older used buses. One 
bus experienced minor difficulties 
with its air compressor system, 
and the other with its clutch. Be¬ 
cause of the small size of the 
fleet, it is necessary to discon¬ 
tinue service when both vehicles 
are out of order. 

Occasionally the city has used 
an automobile marked “Greenbelt 
Connection” when a bus is not 
available.

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Council Deletes Sidewalk as Requested

City council was persuad¬ 
ed to build no sidewalk, as 
had been planned, along the 
outside of the curve along 
Ridge Road from Westway 
to Crescent Road and along 
Crescent Road to the exist¬ 
ing sidewalk below the 7 
court. Several residents 
whose homes are close to the 
street were present at the 
Monday, July 15, meeting to 
tell council they oppose any 
sidewalk. 

No changes were made in 
the plans for reconstructing 
Gardenway south of Ridge 
Road. A slight adjustment 
was made in the location of 
the sidewalk north of Ridge 
Road leading to the overpass. 

The city plans to reconstruct 
the street to a width of 40 ft., 
adding curbs and gutters. Actual 
width of the travel lanes would 
not change. Sidewalks, along 
Gardenway only, are five foot 
wide. 

Ruth Durantine, 7 Crescent, 
whose yard slopes steeply toward 
the street, told council it would 
be unsafe to walk around that 
side of her home if she lost five 
feet of level ground at the edge 
of her yard for a sidewalk. She 
was concerned that passersby 
could look into the basement win¬ 
dow. A sidewalk would be “a 
form of harrassment for me," she 
said. Others, too, spoke of the 
invasion of their privacy that a 
sidewalk would bring. 

Both street and pedestrian 
traffic are light, area residents 
told council. There is no need for 
a sidewalk. “There is little traf¬ 
fic here,” said Sylvia King. “Pd 
like to see it stay that way.” 

Only Keith Chernikoff, 4 Cres¬ 
cent, spoke in favor of a side¬ 
walk. When walking to council 
meetings at night he said. “It is 
dangerous to walk on the interior 
walkway which is unlit and dan¬ 
gerous to walk in the street.” He 
reminded council that at the pub¬ 
lic hearing held this spring on 
the road improvements council 
had “heard (from residents) there 
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is a legitimate need for a side¬ 
walk.” Chernikoff said he had 
seen people walking in the street 
to meet the sidewalk below 7 
Crescent, some with strollers and 
young children. 

Referring to a survey made by 
residents who oppose the side¬ 
walk, Frank Wood said, “23 out 
of 32 people affected don't want 
it.” 

“I support the petition,” said 
his wife Rita Wood. “No side¬ 
walks.” 

Council was only too happy to 
oblige. Member of council Toni 
Bram reminded her colleagues 
that in another area of Greenbelt 
there is no sidewalk on a long 
street, because “citizens came 
out in mass to object.” 

Weidenfeld said he and White 
had both gone to look at the 
problem areas along the proposed 
sidewalk route over the weekend. 
They were persuaded to oppose 
the sidewalk. 

“Reflect back to the public 
hearing here and at the Greenbelt 
Homes Board meeting,” Cherni¬ 
koff again asked council, “there 
was good support for the side¬ 
walk.” The GHI Board had agreed 
to provide the city with ease¬ 
ments where the street does not 
follow the city's right-of-way, 
but had asked council to help 
lessen the impact that some in¬ 
dividual homeowners would face 
—where hedges or a rock garden 
would have to be moved or where 
the sidewalk is close to the 
house. 

Gardenway 

Council approved the construc¬ 
tion of the sidewalk along the 
west side of Gardenway. The one 
change places the sidewalk along 
the outside of the hedges border¬ 
ing the dental office yard. In an 
earlier discussion with the direc¬ 
tor of public works, Dr. Clayton 
McCarl had opted for the side¬ 
walk inside the hedges so they 
would not need to be moved. On 
staff's recommendation, council 
chose not to route pedestrian 
traffic through a privately owned 
yard. Bram. who opposed any 
sidewalk north of Ridge Road, 
voted against the motion. 


Catholic Youth Club 

On another 4 to 1 vote, council 
waived the users fees for the 
Greenbelt Youth Club sponsored 
by the Catholic community of 
Greertbelt, to meet on Sunday 
evenings at the Youth Center. The 
group was organized on July 7, 
said spokesperson Mary Clarke, 
as a traditional CYO Club. The 
varied programs would not re¬ 
quire weekly use of the Youth 
Center, she said in agreeing to 
meet the city's rijle that use 
would be “subject to availabil¬ 
ity,” The city manager explained 
that city programs must come 
first. 

“No need to belabor the point,” 
said Bram, offering the motion 
to waive the fees. 

“The city always has taken 
good care of its youth,” stated 
Putens in seconding the motion. 

“Why don’t they participate in 
the city's teen club?” asked Pil— 
ski. Clarke explained that the 
group is a religious one though 
it offers a variety of activities 
including a play contest, leader¬ 
ship conferences, etc. 

“Why don t they join a group 
within the church?” asked Pil— 
ski. 

“There is no Office of Youth 
Ministry of the Archdiocese of 
Washington sponsored teen club 
in the church. 

Concerned about setting a pre¬ 
cedent, he said, Pilski voted no. 
Said Bram, “Mary. I've got a 
kid for you.” 

Greenbriar 

Council unanimously supported 
Greenbriar's efforts to obtain 
permission from the county for 
their management firm to be lo¬ 
cated on the site, where it now 
is. In a special bill several years 
ago county council allowed Green- 
briar to rent out space in their 
community building to certain 
ciasses of business, but had 
omitted a real estate manage¬ 
ment office from the list. Thus. 
Greenbriar has been technically 
charged by the county for being 
in violation of the zoning laws. 
County legislation, CB-81, is re¬ 
quired to correct the problem.

messy but Friday was pretty 
good. The capacity is diminish¬ 
ed but it seems to be working,” 
Zell aaid, “We're going to cut 
down the available space. There 
are going to be some curves in 
it which will slow people down 
a bit. I think it will be a benefit 
as much as it may be a hazard.” 

Besides the loss of right turn 
with yield lanes and the problem 
of driving curved, barrier-bound 
roads, the traffic light timing 
has been changed. 

“You'd think we could use the 
times off the old signals but we 
lost our right turns, so we 
couldn't,” Zell said. He added 
that “the lights on the detour 
road are state of the art and 
fully actuated.” The timing of 
the lights will be adjusted to the 
flow of the traffic in the detour 
intersection. 

Zell and Snyder agreed that no 
matter the difficulty, the inter¬ 
change is badly needed. 

“About 73 thousand cars a day 
go through the intersection,” Zell 
said. “Parts ocf the Beltway 
only carry 100 thousand. So this 
is almost as busy as the Beltway. 

“We were up to an eight-phase 
signal; the next step is an inter¬ 
change. There just wasn't any¬ 
thing else we could do with 
lights.” Snyder said. 

If all goes as planned, the in¬ 
tersection should become an in¬ 
terchange in December, 1986- At 
that time. Kenilworth Ave. will 
pass under the bridge, unimped¬ 
ed by traffic lights. The off 
ramps from Kenilworth will have 
lights for people turning left on-

RESOLUTION OF THE CITY OF GREENBELT ADOPTED

TICLE 23A OF THE ANNOTATED CODE OF MARYLAND 
(1957 EDITION AS AMENDED), TITLE “CORPORATION- 
MUNICIPAL”, SUB-TITLE “HOME RULE”, TO AMEND THE 
CHARTER OF THE CITY OF GREENBELT, FOUND, IN 
WHOLE OR IN PART, IN THE COMPILATION OF MUNICI¬ 
PAL CHARTERS OF MARYLAND (1983 EDITION AS AMEND¬ 
ED), AS PREPARED BY THE DEPARTMENT OF LEGISLA¬ 
TIVE REFERENCE PURSUANT TO CHAPTER 77 OF THE 
ACTS OF THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY OF MARYLAND OF 
1983, BY REPEALING AND REENACTING WITH AMEND¬ 
MENTS SECTION 4, TITLE “CREATION; QUALIFICATIONS; 
COMPENSATION”. TO PROVIDE THAT THE MAYOR SHALL 
RECEIVE A SALARY OF $4,400 PER ANNUM ANR THAT 
THE OTHER MEMBERS OF COUNCIL EACH SHALL RE¬ 
CEIVE A SALARY OF $4,000 PER ANNUM. 

The above titled Charter amendment shall become and be consid¬ 
ered a part of the Charter of the City of Greenbelt, Maryland, 
according to the terns of the amendment, in all respects to be 
effective and observed as such, upon the 7th day of October. 1985, 
unless on or before the fortieth day after passage, which shall 
be the 24th day of August, 1985, there shall be presented to the 
Council of the City of Greenbelt, Maryland, or mailed to it by 
registered mail, a petition for referendum signed by twenty per¬ 
cent or more of the persons qualified to vote in the regular elec¬ 
tion of the City of Greenbelt, requesting that the above Charter 
amendment be submitted on referendum to the voters of the 
City of Greenbelt.

Sunrise Towers Caught in a Storm withholds Support

What’s good for the county isn’t necessarily good for 
Greenbelt, Greenbelt City council members told developer 
Jim McCaig who explained during a July 8 council work 
session that the idea for the proposed Sunrise Village Apart¬ 
ments came from county officials. For over two hours, 
council members, county officials and the developer and his 
representatives traded concerns. No compromise, however, 
was reached and McCaig declared that he was going ahead 
with the project regardless. 


McCaig explained that there 
was too much money already in¬ 
vested in the project to quit and 
that he had thought the proposal 
was what everyone wanted. His 
interest in the property, 10 acres 
bounded by the Maryland Trade 
Center, Capital Beltway and 
Goddard Space Village Apart¬ 
ments, is long-standing. The tract 
is zoned R-10 (high-rise) and was 
subdivded n the 1960s, Plannng 
for the project had been going on 
for a year before the property 
was annexed to the city. 

The present plans for the V- 
shaped, twin-tower high-rise were 
developed after McCaig heard 
County Executive Parris Glenden- 
ing speak. Glendening, McCaig 
stated, had declared that luxury 
apartments were desperately 
needed in Prnce Georges County. 
Noting the preference of some to 
live in apartments, Lance Bill¬ 
ingsley, county board attorney, 
felt, “A responsible county hous¬ 
ing policy has to take into ac¬ 
count the wishes of all.” County 
officials feel people normally buy 
their homes in the vicinity of 
their rental apartments, and thus, 
to attract more young profession¬ 
als permanently to the county, 
better apartments are necessary. 

Not so, in Greenbelt, responded 
city council. Council cited the 
preponderance of rental apart¬ 
ments in the city. Greenbelt’s 
goal, explained Mayor Gil Wei- 
denfeld, is to try to attain more 
single-family homes or, as a dis¬ 
tant second choice, town homes in 
the city’s housing stock. Renters 
just don’t have the same commun¬ 
ity involvement as owners, Wei- 
denfeld felt. “More apartments 
does not seem to better the bal¬ 
ance in Greenbelt,” he concluded. 

Nevertheless, McCaig stated, 
construction of 478 apartment 
units in two identical. 11-story 
buildings would begin in the fall. 
A lobby/ amenity area would con¬ 
nect the two buildings. A tunnel 
could connect the lobby to a park¬ 
ing structure. There would also 
be surface parking. Council mem¬ 
ber Thomas White found the pro¬ 
jected IVz spaces per unit un¬ 
realistic for a luxury facility 
which would probably attract 
multi-car families. Electronic 
security and a full-time recep¬ 
tionist would be provided. Four 
types of apartments would be of¬ 
fered — efficiency, one bedroom, 
one bedroom and den and two bed¬ 
room and two bath. Projected 
rents range from $560 to $980 
plus utilities. White found the 
retention of 50% greenspace “un¬ 
exciting.” 

White also had philosophical 
reservations about the proposed 
use of county tax-exempt Indus¬ 
trial Development Bonds (IDBs) 
for a luxury high-rise. He found 
it was a “misdirected public poli¬ 
cy” which was “unfair to other 
developers.” Billingsly disagreed 
feeling the county had to be crea¬ 
tive rather than simply staying 
with rehab projects. The IDB in 
this instance would appeal to the 
profit motive and avoid the stig¬ 
ma of identifiable low-income 
housing projects. 

Use of the IDB would require 
tnat the project remain rental 
housing for half of its life. Twen¬ 
ty percent of the units must be 
set aside for low-or moderate-in¬ 
come persons (persons whose in¬ 


come is below 80% of the median 
income of the metropolitan area). 
These individuals could not be 
charged more than 30% of their 
income for rent. If need be, their 
rent would be lowered. A ques¬ 
tion from Weidenfeld revealed 
that since there was no rule, 
these individuals could be kept 
in the lowest-rent units. 

Council’s hope that the project 
would fail without the use of 
IDBs was quickly squashed. ‘“The 
project is going ahead with or 
without the IDB,” Billingsly 
warned. A more attractive pro¬ 
ject would be developed with the 
bond, noted Patrick Clancy, attor¬ 
ney for the developer. McCaig 
stated that without the bond the 
high-rise would have a smaller 
health club, no security system, 
and no advanced energy-efficient 
systems such as a cogeneration 
heating and elevator system. The 
county Housing Authority, con¬ 
cluded Billingsley, “has to de¬ 
cide whether it will be a benefit 
to the county to use IDBs.” 

Traffic Concerns 

Council expressed doubt that 
the project would benefit Green¬ 
belt. The effect on traffic was of 
major concern. McCaig admitted 
that no traffic studies had been 
done for the Sunrise Village pro¬ 
ject but he felt it would help the 
situation because people already 
working in the city could then 
move to the city avoiding the 
Beltway. He added that if the 
Sunrise Village project was de¬ 
veloped first, he would not sup¬ 
port any other development until 
the traffic problems were solved 
(Council previously noted that 


construction of Sunrise could de¬ 
lay approval of Maryland Trade 
Center building III, which the 
county has designated a priority 
project. Fern Piret, senior ad¬ 
visor to the county executive, no¬ 
ted that the county was “actively 
working to try to address any cur¬ 
rent and potential traffic prob¬ 
lems.” To White’s query, “‘What 
is the county going to give the 
city for this inconvenience?” Pir¬ 
et answered: the tax differential, 
working on traffic problems and 
a willingness to talk about other 
measures. 

Council member Toni Bram 
wanted a more creative design 
and had “severe concerns about 
this kind of project in a family- 
oriented community. Apparently 
it will be for single yuppies.” 
McCaig responded that he was 
“not planning a planned commun¬ 
ity for a broad spectrum,” While 
he was willing to attract senior 
citizens to the project as sugges¬ 
ted by Bram, he nixed the idea of 
children in the high-rise. 

McCaig stated that he could 
also, “listen to ideas for fiddling 
with the amenities package,” 
“How can we work with the city 
of Greenbelt ” asked Clancy. Pu- 
tens suggested two ways 1.) meet 
with citizens’ groups from Hunt¬ 
ing Ridge, Windsor Green and 
Greenbriar and 2.) have council 
send the site plans to the city’s 
Advisory Planning Board for 
their guidance. Bram asked, 
“‘Can you change the name ” Mc¬ 
Caig responded, “You back the 
bond issue and you can name it.” 
He suggested the Bram Low- 
rise.

Sunrise Village apartments de¬ 
veloper Jim McCaig came hat in 
hand Monday night, July 15. to 
ask council again for support for 
his bid to finance the project with 
tax-exempt Industrial Develop¬ 
ment Bonds (IDBs). “I will bend 
ever backward if I can get your 
support with the county council,” 
he said. The best he could get 
was a promise that council would 
discuss the issue in a work ses¬ 
sion and get back to him. 

He explained that the county 
has not yet submitted the request 
for the IDBs to the State and 
had indicated to McCaig they 
would be very, very reluctant to 
go ahead without the city's ap¬ 
proval. 

While McCaig did offer to meet 
with neighboring communities, 
work closely with council, con¬ 
sider more elderly and handi¬ 
capped units—all of which had 
been suggested to him at the 
work session—certain aspects of 
his plans had not changed, “I 


am contractually bound to start 
construction this fall,” McCaig 
said flatly. The shape, size and 
location of the twin apartment 
towers on the site are also set, 
he said. “I will work with you 
within my constraints’” 

“We’d like to see the developer 
come to the city at the earliest 
time to start discussions before 
a whole lot of money is spent, 

. , , you should have come two 
years ago,” explained Mayor Gil 
Weidenfeld. McCaig had told 
council he had been advised to 
have his plans nearly completed 
before going to the city and that 
was the advice he had followed. 

Members of council Tom White 
and Richard Pilski repeated their 
position stated at the work ses¬ 
sion: “IDBs are inappropriate 
(to use) for this kind of develop¬ 
ment.” 

Council added two more points: 
the imbalance of housing stock 
in Greenbelt would be made worse 
by adding more rental apartments 
and other projects waiting for 
completion of road improvements 
(such as the third building of the 
Maryland Trade Center) should 
have priority. “Maybe you’re 
going to have to wait your turn,” 
Pilski told McCaig.

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ing to the existing bike trails 
within the city. One route sug¬ 
gested would take bikers from the 
lake, across Kenilworth Ae. at 
the entrance to the State High¬ 
way Administration building, and 
then turn south along Kenilworth 
Ave., then west along the Beltway 
and through the box culvert that 
carries run-off from the lake un¬ 
der the Beltway into Springhill 
Lake. 

According to Richard Perkins, 
engineers had superimposed this 
suggested routing over topo¬ 
graphic maps of the property and 
came to the conclusion that the 
land was too sloping for such a 
purpose. Perkins also raised 
questions about the safety of us¬ 
ing the box culvert for this pur¬ 
pose—both because of possible 
flash floods and because danger¬ 
ous persons could perhaps lurk 
in such a hidden place. In any 
case, most of the land in ques¬ 
tion is either state-owned, or be- 
lo.'Vgs to the Hilton corporation, 
w h a WSSC right-of-way. 
V ithout their permission, such a 
proposal would be moot. 

Attention then turned to the 
use of Ivy Lane and Cherry wood 
extended (which will connect by 
a flyover across the Beltway with 
Springhill Lake) for a possible 
bike trail. Both Perkinses a- 
gree that a . 6-foot sidewalk, two 
feet wider than county specifica¬ 
tions, could be built to accommo¬ 
date both pedestrians and bikers. 

Jogging trails seemed to be a 
much easier problem to solve, 
Councilmember Tom White urged 
the utilization of sidewalks and 
trails already existing or plan¬ 
ned throughout the property by 
merely marking ofT distance indi¬ 
cators. One potentially difficult 
problem, however—to the city's 
surprise—had already been solv¬ 
ed—how to provide shower fa¬ 
cilities for workers who wanted 
to jog before and during work 
days. Ed Perkins said he had put 
shower rooms in to the first build¬ 
ing of the development. Unfor¬ 
tunately, he said, they were nev¬ 
er used, and so he had locked 
them. They are still available, 
however, 

Perkins said he had been try¬ 
ing to find a tenant for one of 
the buildings who would operate 
an exercise facility.

so been planning to use a small 
triangle of land near the intersec¬ 
tion of Ivy Lane with Cherry- 
wood for outdoor exercise equip¬ 
ment. 

Slepicka said that firm plans 
on land uses cannot be made in 
any case until decisions are made 
by county officials concering storm 
water management and retention. 
Until that time the developers 
will not know, she said, exactly 
how much land they will have to 
work with, and in what places, 
in planning landscaping and rec¬ 
reational uses. Perkins said he 
would be willing to go into a 
joint venture with the city in 
planning and financing jogging 
and biking trails at such time as 
these could be worked out. 

Parcel H 

Council then ticked off in order 
the items brought up in the APB 
report and several other issues 
they wanted to discuss with Per¬ 
kins. The first of these was the 
projected height of the proposed 
buildings on Parcel H. (APB 
had recommened that no new 
buildings exceed in height those 
already constructed.) Perkins 
replied that although no plans 


are firm as yet, they will probab¬ 
ly build 8-story buildings, the 
height of building 4. Neverthe¬ 
less, even if the plan were chang¬ 
ed to construct one 15-story build¬ 
ing, the height would not exceed 
the roof line of those already 
built because the land elevation is 
so much lower on that parcel, 
Perkins said. 

Perkins agreed easily to coun¬ 
cil's request for a site plan re¬ 
view at such time as plans for 
construction were firm. (Once a 
new zoning category is granted 
which would permit construction, 
the city would have no actual le¬ 
verage later to demand such a 
review.) Mayor Weidenfeld ac¬ 
knowledged that “all your build¬ 
ings have been in good taste. 
But city would like the oppor¬ 
tunity to comment.” 

Since the Kenilworth-Greenbelt 
Rd. interchange would be com¬ 
plete before construction on Par¬ 
cel H would be contemplated, 
there seemed no question that 
public facilities would be ade¬ 
quate for any future plans; and 
as landscaping designs for the 
presently built sections and for 
the new section with buildings 5 
and 6 include extensive buffering

search Center and the city cem¬ 
etery), Slepicka urged that these 
designs established a precedent 
for the kind of attention to buf¬ 
fering that Greenbelt Associates 
would be expected to do along 
Parcel H. 

Heliport 

The proposed heliport raised 
some concern about possible noise 
nuisance to city residents. Since 
this facility would not handle 
any regularly scheduled traffic, 
however, no one seemed to feel 
that noise would be a problem. 
The heliport would be used only 
for an occasional landing, coun¬ 
cil was assured. In any case, 
said Slepicka, the county would 
have to grant a special exception, 
at which time the city would have 
an opportunity to present its 
comments. The matter might re¬ 
quire federal approval, as well, 
Slepicka noted. 

All that was envisioned, she 
said, was an 80 or 90-foot con¬ 
crete pad with a windsock, and 
an off-curb cut for access to the 
property. 

A more urgent concern of the 
developers is finding someone in¬ 
terested in building the proposed 
gas station between Kenilworth 
Ave. and the service road. Shell, 
which had been approached ear¬ 
lier, decided against building in 
---- 


that location. Perkins said he was 
trying to work out an agreement 
with Exxon. The Hilton people 
were anxious for the gas sta¬ 
tion, he said. 

In general the market for office 
properties is currently slow, 
Perkins said, so that he did not 
know when he would begin work 
on building 5. ‘“We would like to 
start in September or October,” 
he said. He indicated that build¬ 
ing 4 is now about 80% leased. 

Mayor Weidenfeld concluded 
the meeting with words of praise 
for Perkins. “Our working rela¬ 
tions with you have been first 
class,” he said; “We have a good 
deal of confidence with you, based 
on your track record.”

On what was intended to be a 
happier note, Isaacs thanked 
council on behalf of Boxwood 
citizen's for council's earlier ap¬ 
proval of construction of a half 
basketball court on Parcel 7, the 
undeveloped parkland at the en¬ 
trance to Boxwood Village- 
Couneilmember Dick Pilski, how¬ 
ever, who lives in Boxwood, 
growled that he opposed con¬ 
struction of such a court. He felt 
that any paving would establish 
a precedent for more paving on 
a property that citizens had 
fought to keep undeveloped. 

Others pointed out, however, 
that Boxwood residents had ap¬ 
proved this facility at their an¬ 
nual meeting, that it was en¬ 
dorsed by the city's Parks and 
Recreation Advisory Board, and 
that it was placed where no trees 
would be disturbed. The other 
four councilmembers held firm to 
an action which had already been 
passed.

on September 29 as proposed by 
Metro and County staff, stated 
Castaldi, who also is the Coun¬ 
ty’s representative on the Metro 
Board of Directors. “Based on 
testimony at the public hearing 
on these proposed bus service re¬ 
ductions from Mayor Gil Weiden- 
feld, Councilman Tom White and 
numerous Greenbelt residents 
this matter has been reconsider¬ 
ed,” Castaldi said. He noted that 
area bus riders cited the lack of 
information available from Met¬ 
ro’s telephone information ser¬ 
vice on these bus routes as a 
likely reason for low ridership 
recorded for both routes.
